Traffic Safety 
ls Business 
Of Everyone

(Member, Menlo Park traffic safety 
commission) 

Your city has a fair traffic rec- 
ord. Consider that from 1948 to 
1951 the population has more than 
doubled.yet our accident rate has by 
no means increased in the same 
proportion. 

In fact, there were more than 10 
per cent fewer traffic citations is- 
sued by our police department in 
1950 than in 1949 and the number of 
accidents -involving personal injury 
were down in the same proportion. 

However, out of a total of near- 
ly 150 accidents only 8 were 
attributed to faulty equipment. 

All of the rest were caused by ope- 
rators who did not recognize and 
accept their responsibilities. 

There were 33 accidents — more 
than 20 per cent— caused because
